Ivangorod captured and the fall of 
Riga, the capital of the Baltic prov- 
inces imminent, the Austra-Germau 
onslaught has reached its height in 
the East and the next step will be 
the 'German emperor's 
triumphant 


entry into the Polish capital. That 
event is likely soon to be followed 
by the pronouncement of a united 
and semi-autonomous Poland, 
em- 


bracing not only the territory wrest- 
ed from the Russians, but the Aus- 
trian crown land of Galicia. 


Meantime, the 'Russian armies are 


fighting their way backward toward^ 
Russia proper, inflicting blows on 
the invaders wherever possible, try- 
ing to fend them off the 
railways 


running north and south, in order 
that the ends of the German nippers 
may not meet and in closing, bring 
disaster to Russian arms. 


The position of the army of Grand 


Duke Nicholas now is a matter of 
solicitude as the occupation of War- 
saw is believed to be a prelude to a 
greater purpose, that o£ enveloping 
the retreating force. 


Petrograd reports show the grand 


duke has retired to the rlght^barfk 
of the Vistula, both at Warsaw and 
Ivangorad, destroying- the bridges of - 
both points and contesting1 the Ger- 
man advance across 'the river.

ot men from death or serious injury, 
tor the reason that they not only 
serve to deflect rifle bullets unless 
hit fairly and in direct line, but also 
are elfectne protection against the 
ubiquitous shrapnel. 
Made of 
thin 


chrome steel, the helmets are neith- 
er burdensome nor costly. 


If such headpieces are effective in 


trench fighting, w hy not in 
open 


fighting as well. 
And if steel can 


protect" the head, why should not a 
coat of steel, such as tbe cuirassier

Ladies' Singing party gave a most 
interesting program and were fol- 
lowed by Orville. L. Kiplinger, chap- 
lain of the Indiana State Prison, at 
Michigan City, Jnd., whose subpect 
was "The-Remaking and Mending of 
Men." Mr. Kiplinger said in part: 


"The modern prison is something 


more than a place with four walls 
behind which men are held for de- 
tention or punishment. 
It 
is 
a 


place where positive effort is made 
by Die separation of youthful offen- 
ders from hardened criminals; 
by 


training in cleanliness and industry; 
by education in trade schools and by 
means of moral and 
religious 
in- 


struction to restore prisoners to fit- 
ness for citizenship and to send them 
out with the ability and the desire 
to make an honest living." 


"The chief asset of the 
modern 


prison is its officers. 
The officers of 


the prison from its Warden or sup- 
erintendent down to the 
humblest 


subordinate officer ought to be men 
of such fine character that their in- 
fluence on the prisoners will be only 
for good." 


The speaker related many human 


interest stories of 
men who 
have 


made good. One of the most con- 
spicuous cases was that of a man 
whose father was a thief and whose 
mother was a woman of the street^ 
•—a man who as a child was trained 
;o pick pockets and who followed 
for thirty years the business of a 
nckpocket. 
This man did time in 


'our prisons. 
Finally he "came tc 


iiniself in a prison, 
resolved 
to 


quit the old life, left the prison with 


0.00 
he had earned during his 


confinement—the first honest money 
ic had ever earned in all his life, 
entered a medical college, was grad- 
lated, and is now successfully prac- 
icing medicine in a western city. 


Mr. 
Kiplinger 
charges 
society 


with no little share of the responsibil- 
ty for the making of criminals. He 
says "If human society would wake 
ip to the point of doing as much for 
very man before he 
becomes 
a 


•;rimmal as it is now willing to do to 
reform a man who has 
become a 


criminal it would have come very 
nearly upon the secret of the preven- 
tion of crime." 
"W.hat 
will cure 


crime will prevent crime. It is bet- 
ter to prevent crime than to cure it. 
It is a great deal cheaper—>in 
the 


long run—to prevent crime than to 
support and cure 
prisoners. 
Why 


not clean up environment? Why not 
insist upon social 
justice 
for 
the 


working man, the man 
congenially 


employed at a fair wage rarely com- 
mits crime. 
Why not more 
social 


centers and public play grounds? The 
few public play 
grounds 
we 
now 


have now have been instrumental in 
reducing delinquency from 17 to 30 
per cent. Why not use all our school 
houses instead of just an occasion- 
al one as social centers for the peo- 
ple? 
We need more social centers 


if we would empty our jails."

At Pataskala, like New- 


ark, the question of the 1916 Chau- 
tauqua has not been settled.

is not prepared to resist the attack 
of a powerful nation? 
Our 
arma- 


ments are incomparable to those of 
the nations of Europe, and we are 
weaker in military 
strength 
than 


Japan. Our navy only ranks fourth, 
and it is frankly admitted bj naval 
authorities that it could only 
de- 


fend one seaport at a 
time. 
Our 


submarines only obev the 
law 
of 


gravity and are insufficient in num- 
ber for the defense of any one port. 
It would be impossible for our nav 
to defend simultaneously our entire 
Pacific and Atlantic coast. 
We have 


the longest coast line of any nation 
in the world. 


"Our army is not up to the stan- 


dard of insignificant Bulgaria. 
Our 


regular army numbers only 91,000 
men, and according to the latest re- 
ports we are short the proper num- 
ber of field guns, ammunition and 
puppies. If any army landed on our 
hsores they would be practically un- 
disputed, as our mobile army, our 
army capable of immediate concen- 
tration, is only 30,000 men. Our 
militia numbering 120,000 is thor- 
oughly incompetent, and during the 
year lf'14, 44,000 of 
them 
never 


even fired a rifle. 
Can we say that 


this arraj of forces is comparable to 
the trained men of Germany, Eng- 
land, France and Japan? 


"The citizenry of our country is

troops had been trained, the amount 
of bloodshed, slaughter and disease 
would have been limited to one-half. 


"No seaport in our country is suf- 


ficiently prepared to long resist a 
sea attack, and none of our seaports 
are fortified against 
land 
attack. 


We have no fortresses guarding the 
main roads of communication to the 
cented of our country as have the 
nations of Kurope. 
Invasion •would 


be easy. 
We could not resist. 
In 


1814 the British took Washington 
and would probably have 
invaded 


the country further hut they were 
engaged in prosecuting another war 
in Europe.

"It is fallacy to suppose that our
